Opportunity (OEO), the Department of Economic Security, the Department of Education, the Arizona 

Board of Regents, and the community college districts. Pursuant to A.R.S. § 41-5404(D), the Task 

Force oversees development of the State Workforce Evaluation Data System among other duties. 

Pursuant to A.R.S. § 41-5404(D), the Task Force submits an annual report regarding its activities on 

or before November 1 to the governor, the president of the Arizona State Senate and the speaker of 

the Arizona House of Representatives.
